William Howard Taft told members of 
the American Unitarian Association at 


the session last night in All Souls’ Uni- 
tarian Church, Sixteenth street and. 
Columbia road northwest. 

Eschewing theological discussion, for 
which he declared himself unfitted be- 
cause of lack of a technical vocabulary, 
the former President affirmed that he 
was more interested in “opposing that 
which makes against all schools of 
theology, namely the growth of crass 
materialism, and entire indifference to 
religion.” 


Indorses Evolution Theory. 


The discoveries of science furnish no 
basis for disbelief in God, the Chief 
Justice declared. He avowed that be- 
lief in evolution from lower forms of 
life involved the noblest conception of 
man. He said: 

“The great argument which seems to 
influence many materialists is the con- 
trast between the universe and its oper- 
ation and the insignificance of man and 
ris development and place in that uni- 
verse. 

“But in yielding to such a contrast 
they ignore the fact that nothing is 
really greater in the scope of the plan 
of an evolved universe than the growth 
of man from among the lowest forms of 
life to a being of intellect and soul, 
struggling to define his own relation to 
his Creator, aware of his obligation to 
his Creator and his fellowmen, develop- 
ing a moral law of altruism, and a 
progress in self-restraint and duty to a 
power higher than himself, which 
makes for righteousness.”’ 


Discounts Students’ Disbelief. 


Chief Justice Taft assured his hearers 
that college students who frankly avow 
their disbelief in any form of religion 
and announce themselves. atheists 
should not be taken too seriously. He 
said: 

“For those of us who are familiar 
with the cocksure conclusions of our 
young hopefuls in college communities,

Sedalia, Mo., Oct. 12 (A.P.).—United 
States Senator James A. Reed, who 
only seven years ago was repudiated by 
a State Democratic convention because 
of his anti-Wilson utterances, today 
was acclaimed at a State-widg Demo- 
cratic rally and barbecue here as the 
party’s logical Presidential standard 
bearer in 1928. 

Senator Reed was given ovation after 
ovation as he delivered an address de- 
nouncing the Republican national ad- 
ministration and declaring “the times 
are ripe, and rotten ripe, for a change.” 

The senator’s speech was accepted as 
the opening of a campaign to obtain 
for the next Democratic national con- 
vention a Missouri delegation in- 
structed for Reed. Between 10,000 and 
15,000 persons, from all sections of the 
State, crowded into the Coliseum at 
the State fair grounds to hear him 
speak. 


“Corrupt Conspiracies” Seen. 


The actic of the State Democratic 
committee last night in unanimously 
indorsing Reed for President and urg- 
ing him to file again for the senator- 
ship so he might continue to serve the 
State if he should not receive the Presi- 
dential nomination was in strong con- 
trast to the attitude of his party in 
1920. He then was refused the privi- 
lege of representing Missouri as a dele- 
gate to the Democratic national con- 
vention and was denounced from one 
end of the State to another as being 
no longer a Democrat. 

Senator Reed declared in his address 
today that when Warren G. Harding 
was inaugurated President “corrupt 
and_ sinister financial conspiracies to 
all intents and purposes took posses- 
sion of the Government and have ever 
since exercised a dominant control.” 

He denounced the foreign debt set- 
tlements as schemes forced upon the 
country by Morgan and Mellon finan- 
cial interests to enable foreign govern- 
ments to borrow more money from 
Americ :n bankers by relieving them of 
the necessity of repaying in full their 
war obligations to the United States. 

“What we need,” he declared, “is an 
American policy! What we need is 
an American administration that 
thinks only in the terms of America 
and labors for the interest of our own 
people. An administration guilty of 
such transactions as I have described 
ought to be driven from power and 
buried in the grave of shame.” 

Meeting Here Is Pictured. 

In his most dramatic vein, Senator 
Reed pictured the gathering of alleged 
conspirators at Washington after Har- 
ding’s inauguration.

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4 KILLED AS TORNADO 
HITS VILLAGE; 14 HURT 


Score of Buildings Wrecked| 


at Dell, Ark.; Dead and 
Injured in Debris. 


DAMAGE T0 BE $100,000 | INQUEST 


Blytheville, Ark., Oct. 12 (A.P.).— 
Four persons are dead, fourteen injured 
and more than a score of business 
buildings and dwelling are in ruins 
tonight following a tornado which 
dipped into the northeastern tip of 
Mississippi County last night and vent- 
ed its fury in the village of Dell, 11 
miles southeast of Blytheville. Total 
property damage was estimated tonight 
at $100,000. 

All of the dead and most of the in- 
jured were crushed under falling tim- 
bers of their homes. Two negroes were 
injured when the storm, struck a sub- 
urb of Blytheville and several others 
were hurt on plantations between this 
city and Dell. _ 

W. P. Winn, a justice of the peace at 
Dell, and his wife and Austin Hardin 
and his sister-in-law, Mrs. J. A. Har- 
din, were killed. 

The injured include John Hardin, 
husband of the woman killed, and three 
other members of the Hardin family 
and six members of the family of J. T. 
Green. 

The Hardin home, directly in the 
path of the storm, was demolished, and 
the bodies of the two persons killed 
were carried about 100 yards from the 
wreckage of the house. 

Among the more substantial build- 
ings wrecked or badly damaged were 
the plant at Dell of the Phoenix Cot- 
ton Gin, the Dell School and the Ste- 
vens Gin, near Dell. 

A. Rittenberry, constable at Dell, de- 
scribed the Storm as heralded with a 
terrifying roar. “I have been in storms 
before, but this one was the worst. At 
the end of Main street the greatest 
havoc was wrought. The sight which 
greeted rescuers was horrifying. The 
dead were lying among the debris and 
others—men, women and children— 
were crying for help. Small fires were 
burning, and where there had been 
substantial homes only scrap heaps re- 
mained. We worked all night extricat- 
ing the dead and injured from the tan- 
gled mass of wreckage.” 


Johannesburg Quake 
Causes Wild Panic 


Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Capetown, Oct. 12.—The most severe 
earth tremor experienced in Johannes- 
burg in recent years“occurred last night 
accompanied by loud rumbling. Build- 
ings shook, walls cracked, furniture and 
créckery crashed to the ground and 
people rushed to the streets in’ panic. 


‘The tremor ceased after a few minutes. 


It was the third in Johannesburg in 
two months. 

A violent storm lasting two days is 
reported from Vryheid.

Takes Verdict Calmly; New

JURY IS HELD ALL NIGHT)

Luray, Va. Oct. 12.—Exactly two 
weeks and fourteen hours after the life 
of pretty 19-year-old Essie Buracker 
was sntiffed out by a load of buckshot 
fired through the window of her little 
cabin home, 4 miles south of Luray, 
a juty here today returned a verdict 
of guilty of murder in the second de- 
gree against Thomas Short, widower, 
45 years old, and fathe: of nine chil- 
dren, and fixed his punishment at 20 
years in the State Penitentiary. 

The penalty, the maximum for sec- 
ond-degree murder, came after four 
and one-half hours of actual delib- 
cration. The jury announced the ver- 
dict this morning after it had been 
unable to agree up to 9 o’clock last 
night and was locked up for the night. 

Short, a typical mountaineer of the 
Blue Ridge foothills, took the verdict 
calmly as he stood up and never fal- 
tered In a voice searcely above a 
whisper ne told the court he had 
nothing to say. No motion for a new 
trial was made and none is expected 
to be filed. The jury failed to agree 
last night after several hours’ delib- 
eration, standing eleven for second- 
degree murder and one for first de- 
gree, it is said. 

Essie Buracker was shot dead while 
she and her mother and two younger 
sisters were seated in the kitchen of 
their home about 9 o’clock in the éevén- 
ying. A few minutes before the fatal 
shot rang out she and her mother saw 
Short peering through the window. 
Frightened, all remained quiet until 
they believed Short had left. They had 
just resumed their conversation when 
the shot erashed through the window,

He was the son of Miguel who 
was banished from Portugal in 1832. 
his mother being the Princesa Lowen- 
stein-Kertheim-Rosehberg, who later 
died as a nun on the Isle of Wight. 
Dom Miguel's eldest son, Prince Mi- 
guel, Duke of Vigeu, married Miss 
Anita Stewart, New York City society 

irl, in 1909 and entered the London 

tokerage firm of Basil, Montgomery 
& Fitzgerald. 

Dom Miguel was the brother of the 
beautiful Matia Therese, who married 
Archduke Karl Ludwig, brother of the 
Emperor Francis Joseph, while his sec- 
ond sister, Maria Antonia, married 
Prince Robert of Bourbon Parma, and 
is the mother of the former Empress 
Zita of Austria. 

Dom Miguel left five children.

DEAD IN PARIS HOME 


Former Lawyer Here Had Re- 
sided Sixteen Years in 
French Capital. 


Walter V. R. Berry, prominent inter. 
national lawyer and formerly a reat- 
dent of this city. died yesterday in

The Sinclair contempt case, which 
originated on March 22, 1924, when 
Harry F. Sinclair, oil magnate and les- 
e2e of Teapot Dome naval oil reserve 
ii Wyoming refused to answer certain 
questions propounded by the Cenate 
committee on public lands and surveys, 
ia now on its way to the District of 
Columbia Court of Appeals. 

It started in that direction once be- 
fore but was interrupted by a special 
act of Oongress which did away with 
poo from interlocutory decrees of 
the criminal courts. This time there 
will be no interruption as Sinclair is 
appealing from final and not an in- 
terlocutory decree.

AGCEPTANGE OF ILLEGAL 
FMDENCE URGED IN COURT 


New York Prohibition Case 
Has Data Unlawfully Ob- 
tained by State Police. 


JUSTICE CAUSES LAUGH 


(Assoctated Press.) 


In a prohibition case from New 
York, argued in the Supreme Court 
yesterday, the government asserted the 
right to use evidence obtained by 
State police, although they had acted 
unlawfully in obtaining it. 

Counsel for Rosario Gambino and 
Joseph Ima, of Utica, arrested by New 
York State police at Massena, near the 
Canadian border, protested vigorously 
that the State police acted without 
sufficient cause and that the evidence 
they obtained upon search of the auto- 
mobile driven by the men could not 
be used against them by the Federal 
Government. 

Assistant Attorney Genefal Wille- 
brandt contended that the State police 
had sufficient cause to sustain them 
in arresting the men and searching 
the automobile without a search war- 
rant and that should it be held that 
their acts were not authorized by law 
the evidence upon reaching the Fed- 
eral authorities could be lawfully used 
nevertheless in prosecuting the men 

Much interest was injected during 
the argument of the case by questions 
from the bench. Justice McReynolds 
was unwilling to accept the Govern- 
ment’s argument that the fact that the 
automobile was coming from Canada, 
had a down State tag and seemed to 
be heavily loaded in the back, was suf- 
ficient cause to warrant search and 
seizure. His remark that the fact that 
he had himself driven the same type 
of automobile from the Canadian bor- 
der with a District of Columbia license 
tag would not have been sufficient to 
warrant his arrest, caused laughter ih 
the court.

SIMPLE RIOT OCCURRED, 


HE ASSERTS, ON BORDER: 


Only One Group of Military 
Men Revolted to Seize 
Power, It Is Held. 


Nogales, Mexico, Oct. 12 (A.P.).— 
Gen. Alvaro Obregon, reelectionist can- 
didate for the presidency of Mexico, de- 
clared today on his arrival here from 
Mexico City that the recent unrest cen- 
tered there could “not be termed revo- 
lution, because revolutions are made 
by the people, and but a few disloyal 
soldiers took part in this simple riot.’ 

“There are no two factions of piiblic 
opinion, as is supposed,” Obregon said, 
“hecause if ‘here were, the revolution 
would be in the entire national terri- 
tory. The generals who revolted. do 
not represent by any means any po- 
litical force, and their failure is proof 
of their lack of backing.

The Boardwalk for more than 500 
feet, from a short distance below Eighth 
street south to Nearly Tenth, was de- 
stroyed, with only the charred pilings 
showing. 

The home of Mayor Joseph E. .Cham- 
pion was damaged. The mayor said 
that the origin of the fire had not been 
ascertained. An investigation is being 
made of rumors that it might have 
been incendiary. 

“TIT can not go into details,” he was 
quoted as saying, “but we have our 
suspicions, and they are being investi- 
gated.”

Defended by Coolidge, He Says. 
“The indignant demand of the Sen- 
ate that the President should compel 


the resignations of Daugherty and 
Denby was contemptuously rejected by 
the President. He publicly stood in 
their defense and majestically asserted 
he would not permit his presidential 
prerogative to be impaired by a pre- 
sumptuous Senate. 

“In the face of overwhelming evi- 
denc, Daugherty was retained until the 
blaze of public indignation grew so hot 
that Coolidge was obliged to back away 
from the fire. He then demanded 
Daugherty’s resignation upon an insuf- 
ficient and immaterial ground, and 
certified to the integrity of the arch 
villain, Dougherty. 

“All this occurred when every in- 
formed man knew of the gross frauds 
perpetrated upon the government— 
frauds which have since been so de- 
clared by the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 

“Harding appointed, and Coolidge to 
this day retains Andrew W. Mellon as 
Secretary of the Treasury. When 
Mellon was appointed, the great fi- 
nancial interests no longer exercised 
a mere influence. They moved in and 
took possession of the fiscal opera- 
tions of the government.” 


Speaks Only for Himself, 


Senator Reed made plain that he 
spoke only for himself, and did not 
“arrogate to myself the right to speak 
for the Democratic Party.” 

Pleading for harmony in Democratic 
ranks, Senator Reed declared, “We must 
put aside matters which are near to 
the hearts of many. If everybody tries 
to have his own way in all things, no- 
body will have his way in anything.”

“The right of each citizen to regulate 
his own personal conduct—chart his 
Own course through life—determine his 
own habits and to control the affairs 
of his own household, free from all 
restraints, save that in the exercise of 
these natural privileges he will not 
interfere with the rights of others; 

“Let us reassert the truth of the 
doctrine that:

FORMALLY DEDICATED 


Force of 1,800 Machines by 
1932 Promised—Woodring 
Wins Trophy Race. 


Dayton, Ohio, Oct. 12 (AP.).— 
America is suffering from an inferior- 
ity complex concerning her progress in 
military aviation, Dwight F. Davis, 
Secretary of War, declared at the dedi- 
cation of Wright Field, new air corps 
aviation field, here today. Secretary 
Davis made the dedicatory address in 
cefemonies participated in by F. Tru- 
bee Davison, Assistant Secretary of 
War for aviation; Maj. Gen. Mason M. 
Patrick, chief of the Air Corps; Brig. 
Gen. William E. Gilmore, chief of the 
material division, of which Wright 
Field is the headquarters, and Col. E. 
A. Deeds, Dayton, a war time officer 
who organized the air craft engineer- 


ing service for the Army in 1917. 

The Secretary of War asserted it was 
his observation that the Air Corps was 
afflicted more by a fear that it 


from a military standpoint than by) 
any actual tardiness. 


U. S. Pilot the Best. | 


He said that he had been impressed | 
with the assertion that the United 
States was far behind the principal 
European nations in military aviation 
advancement. Then, he continued, he 
went to Europe and on every hand met 
with the undisguised belief that Amer- 
ica was far ahead of other nations in 
aeronautic achievements for military 
progress. 

“America,” Secretary Davis _ said, 
“has military airplanes as good as 
those of any nation, and she has bet- 
ter pilots. It’s time to forget this 
inferiority complex.” 

He said that under the program now 
in force the United States Army Air- 
corps would have 1,800 military planes 
of the most efficient type by 1932. 
This will nearly double the present 
strength. There will be approximately 
1,100 ships by the end of the year. 

The Secretary of War. the Assistant 
Secretary, Gen. Patrick and the other 
visitors were treated to a sensational 
afternoon of stunt and formation fly-

ing and numerous demonstrations by 
pilots of Wright Field and the Fairfield 
air intermediate depot, and those of the 
first pursuit group from Selfridge Field, 
Mich. 

Trophy Race Is Flown. 


The last event of the day was the 
Mitchell Trophy race, created by Col. 
Wiliiam Mitchell in memory of his 
brother, John J. Mitchell, member of 
the first pursuit group, who was killed. 

Lieut. I. A. Woodring, averaging 
158.968 miles an hour, won the trophy 
race. Lieut. Woodring is of the first 
pursuit squadron. : 

Lieut. G. H. Lawson, was a close sec- 
ond, averaging 158.904 miles per hour. 
Lieut. K. G. Gregg, with a speed of 
158.430 miles per hour was third. Both 
also are of the first pursuit squadron 


of Selfridge Field. 

Lieut. Woodring was in a Curtiss | 
pursuit plane. The race was nine laps 
over a 12-mile course. 

When the United States entered the 
World War in 1917 the Army found a 
1ew weapon in the airplane. Col. E. A. 
Deeds was called in to aid the Govern- 
ment. He organized an engineering 
division to do the technical research 
necessary to the new science, estab- 
lished laboratories in Dayton, and Mc- 
Cook Field came into being. After the 
war McCook Field continued as the en- 
gineering center of the Air Corps. 

However, demands made on the en- 
gineering division increased and Mc- 
Cook Field became too small. The 
lease was about to expire and no other 
site was offered. The late John H. 
Patterson, manufacturer and economist, 
led a movement that resulted in the 
purchasing of 4,500 acres of land by 
public subscription by people of Day- 
ton and the entire Miami River Val- 
ley.

FREEDOM OF CRITICISM. 


Repeated and serious 
made in the last few years upon the right of a 
free press as guaranteed under the Constitu- 


of editorial criticism and 
of news has been approached in 
more than one instance. The modern tendency 
to glorify realism may be in part responsible. 
A press that refuses to censor itself runs the 
danger of having the brake applied by other 
agencies. There have, however, been many 
court decisions which have appeared to be in 
contravention with the spirit and letter of the 
rule laid down by the Nation’s founders. 

Some judicial rulings have been entirely in- 
explicable, as, for instance, the case in which 
the presiding judge announced prior to a trial 
that he would hold in contempt any newspaper 
the testimony in a public trial. 
Other conflicts have arisen, due to the increas- 
ing number of judicial receivership cases in- 
volving public utilities. Criticism of the re- 
ceiver’s management has in several cases been 
termed a matter for contempt action, and has 
prevented free of such situations. 

This trend no doubt influenced the Missouri 
sheriff who brought suit against the publisher 
of a weekly for making editoriai mention of 
law violations. The editorial stated that the 
voters would make a change in officers if con- 
ditions were not remedied. The sheriff brought 
an action fer criminal libel and in the lower 
court won his case. The , Missouri Supreme 
Court has just decided that where a matter of 
public interest is concerned the ‘“‘plaintiff bears 
the burden to show the falsity of the article 
and the presence of express malice,” and that 
free comment and criticism is otherwise justi- 
fied, 

The importance of this decision is apparent. 
If the contention of the Missouri official had 
been upheld through the higher court it would 
have affected seriously the freedom of editorial 
criticism. Modern editorial comment is much 
more restrained than was once the case. Only 
a generation or so ago an editor’s pen was not 
considered effective unless it .was dipped in 
vitrol, and many editorial pages were sustained 
by no other right than the willingness of the 
editor to defend his opinions physically. To- 
day there should certainly be no strained con- 
structions placed upon the right of a news- 
paper to speak plainly without malice, on any 
public question, and to criticize public officials 
for dereliction of duty.

MODERNIZING THE 


The District Commissioners have directed 
the superintendent of the Water Department 
to ascertain to what extent the replacement of 
4-inch water mains and the installation of 
additional fire hydrants can be taken care of 
out of the regular annual appropriation. When 
this information has been received, a bill will 
be drafted to carry out all the recommenda- 
tions of the special committee formed to draft 
a comprehensive plan to modernize the water 
system for adequate fire protection. 

Kight recommendations for improvement 
are included in the program. Larger mains, 
the elimination so far as possible of all dead 
ends, and additional fire hydrants connected 
so that not more than one will be on a 6-inch 
main on connecting lines and not more than 
two on an 8-inch main, bring the cost of 
modernization to more than $675,000. By 
utilizing part, of the annual Water Department 
appropriation for the work, however, it is 
expected that the estimate can be reduced. 

Modernization as planned will remove the

| necessity of installing a high-pressure system 


in the congested area. Until recently there 
was a decided public opinion that such a sys- 
tem was a vital need if Washington were to 
be properly protected from the possibility of 
serious conflagrations. Modernization of the 
present system, however, will provide adequate 
protection, and can be accomplished at far 
less expense than installation of high-pressure 
lines. No time should be lost in starting the 
improvements. As compared to other cities, 
Washington has been fortunately free from 
large conflagrations in the past, and every 
care. should be taken to continue the record 
in the future. 


CHALLENGING REMBRANDT. 


The art world is used to such charges as 
those made by Dr. John C. Van Dyke, of 
Rutgers, casting suspicion on all but a few of 
the accepted works of Rembrandt. There 
have been and will continue to be grave dis- 
cussions as to the authenticity of many master- 
pieces which were not carefully catalogued in 
their time and are now subject to the inter- 
pretations of various experts. The Baconian 
theory, although involving literature and not 
art,-is a demonstration of the sharp division 
which May arise among scholars over the 
authorship of the classics. Even the generally 
accepted stamp of genuineness may be dis- 
proved. Shrewd collectors have paid fortunes 
for art objects, which were later shown to be 
of no value. 7 

Those who atlack the genuineness of such 
works as Rembrandt’s etchings and drawings 
are aided by the knowledge that definite facts 
with which to disprove their contentions are 
lacking. Those who seek to establish the 
validity of art ‘works must often be guided by 
similarity of technic, tell-tale marks and 
brush work. No etching or painting is, how- 
ever, beyond challenge until it has been ac- 
cepted by the greatest authorities, Many of 
the specimens which Dr. Van Dyke now at- 
tacks have a known history of more than a 
century. They were identified by men who 
were much closer to the contemporary scene 
than any ar hsieapiel of the present generation

ceptance of his theory would mean that one of 
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for his own satistaction, but for the iwatrnction 
of others. He did more to influence the art of 
painting and etching than any other man of his 
day or before his time. There need be no panic 
among those who now hold what have come 
to be regarded as his accepted works. The 
weight of authority is against the most recent 
challenge. Dr. Van Dyke must do more than 
state his case; he Must prove it. 


GROUP INSURANCE. 


Group insurance, first inaugurated sixteen 
years ago, now serves 4,000,000 persons under 
policies calling for the payment of $5,500,000,- 
000, according to the latest report dealing with 
this form of protection. The amount repre- 
sents 15 per cent of all of the insurance now in 
force on lives of United States citizens; but 
more important still, it is written in behalf of 
workers who in many cases have no other estate 
to leave to their families. Because of this fact 
and its effect on the relations between employer 
and employes it is regarded as the most im- 
portant innovation that the insurance industry 
has ever fostered. 

Statistics over a long period of years have 
demonstrated that workers generally have been 
underinsured. These studies have shown that 
40 per cent of the workers carry no individual 


-insurance whatever, and that of the 60 per 


cent who have protected their families the 
amount of insurance averages $500, or little 
more than enough to pay funeral expenses. 
Another investigation which dealt with pay- 
ments made under group life insurance policies 
covering 3,000 cases disclosed that 83 per cent

The benefits of group insurance, 
count no doubt for its popularity, have come to 
all concerned. <As far as the companies are 
concerned, the cost of doing business is con- 
siderably lessened. Medical expenses are elim- 
inated, collections are more easily and economi- 
cally made, since payments are received peri- 
odically from the employer, and solicitation ex- 
penses are much less. The insured are able 
to obtain coverage regardless of age or physical 
condition, the rate is materially lower than 
under any other form of policy, and settlement 
is made almost immediately, either in case of 
disability or death. The service has, however, 
resulted in something more than the payment 
of claims. Under proper conditions group in- 
surance has promoted labor stability. It has 
not and can not take the place of fair condi- 
tions of employment, but where these exist 
group insurance has given employment added 
attractiveness. Designed by insurance com- 
panies as a@ means of increasing business, it 
could not have succeeded but for the fact that 
both workers and employers found it useful 
and valuable. 


AN UNDERGROUND TERMINAL. 


The proposal to locate a union station for 


| bus lines underground beneath the park which 
| it is proposed to establish in the block bounded | 

by Pennsylvania avenue, E street, Fourteenth | 
and Fifteenth streets is worthy of serious con- | 


sideration. Unquestionably provision will have 
to be made before long for such a terminal. 
Buses must come into the heart of the city to 
be of full value to the public. Their use of the 
streets for lay-overs between runs contributes 
considerably to traffic congestion. It would 
be highly advantageous to provide a means by 
which buses could come into the business area 


without having to cross the Avenue, and with- | 


out contributing further to traffic congestion. 

From an engineering standpoint an under- 
ground terminal could be provided without dif- 
ficulty. Probably it could be established with- 
out spoiling in any way the beauty of the park, 
and it is not improbable that the entrances, 
both for buses and passengers, could be de- 
veloped in such a manner as to become of them- 
selves architectural embellishments. The cost 
would be considerable, but the service the 
terminal eventually would provide ought to 
justify the expense. 

The District or the Government, however, 
has no more right to provide a station for buses 
than it would have to furnish one to interurban 
lines. If the project finds favor, all bus lines 
must be prepared to pay for the privilege. It 
should not take long for the terminal, under 
such a financial arrangement, to pay for itself. 
The project of establishing a bus station is of 
ifterest and importance to the local govern- 
ment, the operators of bus lines, and the pub- 
lic. -Whether or not this suggestion is found 
feasible, something will have to be done about 
it before long. 


DEFACING THE LANDSCAPE, 
The thirty-seventh annual convention of the

open in New York early next week, will have 
brought to its attention plans to eliminate un- 
Sightly outdoor signboards and to beautify 


landscapes at present obscured and damaged 
by ill-placed advertising matter. It is high 
time that constructive steps were taken to 
eliminate a condition that still remains an 
evil. | 

The situation is not as bad as it was former- 
ly. When outdoor advertising began to be 
popular there was no disposition on the part 
of its proponents to pay the slightest bit of 
attention toward preserving the beauty of the 
landscape. Signs were placed wherever they 
would command major attention. The public 
began to realize before long that signboards 
were usurping the beauty spots and protests 
began to gather. For a while advertisers paid 
scant attention, but gradually they came to 
realize that by ignoring the protests they 
were killing much of the advertising value of 
their signs. | 

Of late years there has been a half-hearted 
attempt to accede to a certain degree to ‘the 
public demand that the view be unimpaired. 
Signboards have been dressed up. Their 
blatant colors have been somewhat subdued. 
Nevertheless, they still remain blots on other- 
wise beautiful countryside, and unfortunately 
there seems to be but one way in which the 
situation can be corrected. 

Beautiful landscapes: and billboards. are ir- 
revocably opposed. . One can not be had in con-| 
junction with the other. If. advertisers are 
willing to confine their appeal to small-sized 
panels, constructed and set with some degree of 
artistry, the remedy might be found. If, how-. 
ever, they continue the use of huge boards, 
brilliantly. colored, conditions can not he bet-

R. B. Bennett, Party..Choice, 
Would End “‘Inferiority 
Complex,” He Says. 


RADIO AND BOOKS CITED 


Winnipeg, Man., Oct. 12 (A.P.).—R. 
B. Bennett, former minister of jus- 
tice, was elected leader of the conserva- 
tive party in Canada today to succeed 
Arthur Meighen, former premier, who 
resigned after his defeat at the polls 
a year ago. 

An immigration resolution indorsing 
“Oriental” exclusion, was adopted to- 
day by the party convention after the 
committee had submitted it a second 
time. An effort to change the phrase- 
ology to eliminate the word “Oriental” 
prevented action on the resolution yes- 
terday. 

The policy which Bennett will follow 
was believed to have been indicated in 
an address he delivered before a Win- 
nipeg rotary club a few hours before 
his election when he said that “the 
first thing we must do in this country 
is to build up a strong, national con- 
sclousness—a virile Canadianism; ‘we 
have suffered from an inferiority com- 
plex long enough.” 

Development of this national con- 
sciousness, he said, was not an easy 
task, owing to the unconscious in- 
fluences coming from the United States. 
He cited the radio, with it patriotic 
American airs, mazazines, books and 
newspapers written from the American 
viewpoint as influences which produced 
a different type of Canadian than 
would be the case if Conada were an 
island such as Australia, where, he said, 
there is an undiluted Australianism 
owing to its geographical position. 

If effect were given to the conserva- 
tive policies, sufficient industrial ex- 
pansion would result to provide all 
Canada’s sons and daughters with em- 
ployment within the borders of the 
dominion, he said. 


$100,000 More Needed 
For Oil Fraud Cases 


Former Senator Atlee Pomerene, of 
Government counsel prosecuting the 
oll fraud cases, told President Coolidge 
yesterday that about $100,000 more 
would be necessary to complete the 
cases. So far the prosecutions have cost 
the Government about $240,000 as com- 
pared with nearly $30,000,000 that has 
been recovered for the Government. 

A $60,000 appropriation to pay the 
expenses of the prosecution was lost 
in the deficiency bill which died in 
the filibuster at the last session of Con- 
gress. As a result of the unavailability 


of this money both Mr. Pomerene and} 
Owen J. Roberts, associated with him, 


have received no pay and have to pay 
their own expenses since Congress ad- 
journed.

NEW HIGH EXPLOSIVE 
VITAL HALF AN HOUR 


Priest’s Invention Can Be 
Handled Safely Until It Is 
Dropped in Liquid Air. 


New York, Oct. 12 (A.P.).—An ex- 
plosive deadlier than dynamite, but 
safer to handle because it loses its 
power after 30 minutes, was described 
today by its inventor, the Rev. Johann 
J. Braun, a Catholic parish priest of 
Marbach, Germany. 

Father Braun, who said he already 
has taken out 20 patents on his ex- 
plosive in Germany, is in this country 
for a brief period, applying for a patent 
in Washington. The money he receives 
from his patents, he said, is devoted 
to Catholic charities in his native land. 

As briefly described by him, his in- 
vention is the perfection of a funda- 
mental idea known for a long time. 

“It is known that certain carbona- 
ceous materials—soot, coaldust, &c.— 
may be used with liquid air to form 
explosives,” he said, “but the use of a 
cartridge having a mercury cap deto- 
nator, as employed in the past, has 
many objections, mainly the liability 
of preignition or accidental detonation. 
I have perfected an explosive com- 
pound which may be fired by a safe 
type of igniter and which is proof 
against spontaneous combustion and 
accidental detonation.” 

The cartridge, Father Braun ex- 
plained, is fitted with the _ igniter, 
dipped in liquid air for 10 minutes, 
and is then ready for use, but remains 
explosive for only 30 minutes. It may 
be transported and handled with ab- 
solute safety till dipped, he added, and 
can safely be extracted from a bore 
after half an hour.

NUS, SHOW GONTRESTS 


New England Sees Demand 
for Industrial Workers, Fed- 
- eral Survey Reveals. 


SURPLUS IN MARYLAND 


(Associated Press.) 


Employment prospects over the 
United States, as developed in a spe- 
cial national survey announced yes- 
terday by the Labor Department, pre- 
sent wide contrasts. New England 
States, without exception, looked for 
an increased number of workers to be 
demanded by industries and oper- 
ations during the next few months, 
while the great manufacturing terri- 
tory of New York, Pennsylvania and 
New Jersey gave forecast of maintained 
working forces, but with only minor 
opportunity for increases. 


Illinois and Michigan reported pos- 
sibility of expanded payrolls, with late 
fall months, while in Ohio and In- 
diana stationary conditions were an- 
ticipated. The Missouri-Mississippi 
valley States, from Kansas to Minne- 
sota, were declared to give hopeful 
showings for employment of more 
workers, but the Rocky Mofintain 
States, from Montana to New Mexico, 
indicated prospects for surplus of 
common labor. Likewise, on the 
Pacific coast, a seasonal recession in 
numbers engaged was declared to be 
in sight. 

Maryland and North Carolina indi+ 
cated some surplus of common labor at 
present, though in Florida and Georgia 
some development increase was de- 
clared probable during the winter. 
Lower Mississippi States, down to 
Louisiana, predicted the present basis 
of employment would continue. 

In Oklahoma an outlook for cessa- 
tion of oil-producing activities was 
somewhat balanced by better farming 
and mill prospects, and Texas and 
Arkansas gave ground for expecting no 
change. 

Coincidentally, the Department of 
Agricuiture issued a report saying the 
farm labor supply has been 2.3 per 
cent in excess of the demand this year, 
due largely to the lower volume of 
industrial employment. 

Farm wages were reported 75 per 
cent higher than the 1910-14 period, 


13, 


but were said to be well below rela- 
tive industrial wages. On October 1 
the index of farm wages was about 
85 per cent of the October, 1919, 
wages, whereas the index of the aver- 
age weekly earnings of New Yor. State 
factory workers in August this year 
was about 119 per cent of the 1919 
level. 

Average farm wage was reported as 
$35.68 a month, with board, and 
$49.77 without board, while daily wage 
average was $1.96 with board and 
$2.53 without.

MADDEN DECLARES WAR 
ON TREASURY RAIDERS 


Stonewall Opposition Prom- 
ised by Chairman of Appro- 
priations Committee. 


TO SPEED DEFICIENCY BILL 


(Associated Press.) 

A warning that any attempt “to raid 
the Treasury” would meet with stone- 
wall opposition in the forthcoming 
Congress was issued yesterday by Chair- 


man Madden in announcing that he| 


had called the. House appropriations 
committee to meet November 15 to be- 
gin hearjngs on the batch of annual 
Supply bills. 

“This is a political year and judging 
the future by the past,”’ the chairman 
declared, “it is not improbable that 
some will attempt a raid on the Treas- 
ury. We wish to have those who would 
like to conduct a raid to know that we 
are still on guard.” , 

Mr. Madden said ‘he believed a $300,- 
000,000 tax reduction bill could be 
enacted, but that he thought the first 
work of the session should be passage 
of a deficiency measure to care for 
items carried in the deficiency and 
postoffice buildings bills that failed in 
the closing days of the last Congress. 

“If the tax bill is ready before Christ- 
mas, we could even precede it with 
the deficiency measure,” he said. ‘“‘There 
will be a good many changes in the 
bill due to the passage of time, and 
some new items will be brought for- 
ward for consideration as urgent de- 
ficiencies. In any event I think it im- 
portant to expedite the bill. 

“Of course this is campaign year 
and members will make many applica- 
tions for time to debate and the ap- 
propriations bills will take longer than 
usual. However, if we have them all 
through the House and many of them 
through conference (with the Senate) 
by April, we will be doing exceedingly 
well. The Navy bill should not be 
hurried this year, especially if there is 
to be any legislation that would se- 
riously affect the measure.” 


ENGLISH TO APPEAL 
LEITER CASE RULING 


Fight to Remove Son as a 
Trustee Will Be Taken to 
Higher Court. 


Chicago, Oct. 12 (A.P.).—The English 
branch of the Leiter family has indi- 
cated through counsel here that the 
fight over the ,management of the 
$30,000,000 trust estate of the late 
Levi Z. Leiter, Chicago merchant, will 
be carried to a higher court. 

The decision to be contested was 
reached by Superior Court Judge Sulli- 
van after a hearing which ran intermit- 
ently for more than a year. Judge 
Sullivan in his decision refused to de- 
pose Joseph Leiter as trustee, which 
was the purpose of the action institut- 
ed by Lady Suffolk, sister of Joseph 
Leiter, and other English heirs. 

Leland K. Neeves, of Lady Suffolk’s 
counsel, said a cable from his clients 
assured him that they intended to fight 
“until Joseph Leiter moved from the 
trusteeship.” 


Channel Swim Prize 
To London Woman 


London, Oct. 12 (A.P.).—Dorothy 
Cochrane Logan, who yesterday swam 
the channel, and Horace Carey, her 
trainer, swore affidavits today regard- 
ing the swim and tomorrow Dr. Logan 
will receive a prize of £1,000 for break-~- 
ing the record held by Gertrude Ed- 
erle, Carey said in a statement tonight. 

The prize was offered by Lord Ridell, 
publisher of the News of the World, 
to the first British woman lowering the 
time taken by Miss Ederle to cross the 
English Channel. 

(Dr. Logan credited yesterday with 
crossing the channel in 13 hours and 
10 minutes; Miss Ederle took 14 hours 
and 31 minutes.) 


Doumergue Receives 
Davis Cup Winners 


Paris, Oct. 12 (A.P.).—The four men 
who won the Davis Cup from America 
today were received and congratulated 
at the Elysee Palace by President Dou- 
mergue. This was the first time the 
head of the French people ever re- 
ceived athletes to congratulate them on 
their achievements. 

President Doumergue inquired of the 
“Four Musketeers,” Rene Lacoste, 
Jacques Brugnon, Henri Cochet and 
Jean Borotra, their impressions of 
America and promised that he would 
make the draw for next year’s matches.

the statistics are not as alarming as 
they are to those who do not under- 
stand the nature and development of 
our academic youth. 

“I would not fail to express alarm 
and regret if I thought the reports of 
the spread of atheism and religious in- 
differences in colleges were to be fully 
credited, or minimize the importance 
of stimulating religious interest and 
feeling among this class of young 
persons. 

“But I venture to believe that the 
conclusions of these young men and 
women as to what they now think 
should not be regarded as discouraging 
in view of what they are likely to 
think in the future after they have had 
a practical knowledge of life and the 
opportunities it gives for valuing as 
it should be valued the need of the 
religious spirit in the growth of the 
world to better things.” 

Chief Justice Taft said that “‘we are 
passing through a period when reli- 
gious faith and creed are under close 
examination and discussion.” He de- 
clared the “field of theology is being 
ae again by earnest seekers after 
truth.” 


Church Urged to Lead. 


Former President Taft, who presided, 
was followed by George W. Wickersham, 
who was attorney general in his 
Cabinet. Mr. Wickersham declared 
the major problems that confront the 
world, in the front of which moves the 
programs of outlawry of war and re- 
duction of armaments, are “not the 
sort of politics from which the 
churches should refrain.’ He asserted 
that “if the church has no opinions 
on such subjects as these, she must 
renounce all claim to moral leadership.” 

Mr. Wickershaw made an appeal to 
thé “church of Christ, in all its mani- 
festations, to stand forth boldly as the 
leader of thought that shall yet put 
America in the moral leadership of 
the world.” 

Mr. Wickersham devoted a-large part 
of his address to a discussion of the 
work of the League of Nations. He de- 
clared the world has overlooked the 
“valuable accomplishments of the 
league in the last few years in the di- 
rection of peace.” In one or two tef- 
erences he disparaged what he spoke of 
as the inactivity and apathy -of the 
State Department in these matters. 

The Rev. Owen R. Lovejoy, of St. Pet- 
ersburg, Fla., spoke on “Religion in the 
Social Order.” 

The idea that creed is a blind, unrea- 
soning thing was touched upon in sev- 
‘eral addresses yesterday, and the ad- 
dress of Chief Justice Taft contained 
this thought in an indirect way when 
he spoke of Unitarianism as not being 
at war with any creeds, but added that 
Unitarians recognize the need for new 
forms with changing time, still preserv- 
ing the essential spirit.

ASTHMA NOT MUCH MORE THAN A 
SYMPTOM. 
T is now rather generally known that 
I asthma is not much more than a 
symptom. It is nothing more than 
a peculiar type of behavior of the 
breathing apparatus. Behind it always 
lies something. The person whose 
breathing apparatus is acting up in this 
peculiar way wants to know what lies 
back of the scenes—who is pulling the 
wires and making the dolis perform. 
First, he wants to know the condition 
of his heart and kidneys, since there 
is heart asthma and kidney asthma. 
The man who has heart disease and 
who can not be comfortable in a room 
with the windows down, or who can not 
sleep without being propped up with 
pillows, or who must sleep sitting in a 
chair—such a man has heart asthma. 
The man who works in metal dust or 
sand dust finally develops a condition 
of the lungs which causes asthma. A 
man who suffers a long time from, bron- 
chitis is likely to get bronchial asthma. 
Then, there are the many varieties af 
hay fever, all of which are forms of 
asthma. Men who suffer from nettle- 
rach, also called urticaria, are also likely 
to have asthma. Behind these skin dis- 
orders, which also sometimes involve 
the air passages, lie poisoning by vari- 
ous foods, and exposure to some chemi- 
cals. The foods which cause trouble’ 
ara those to which the individual is 
sensitized. As a rule, the foods at fault 
are wholesome for the general run of 
people. 


It happens every now and then that 
a sufferer from asthma meets with 
many disappointments in his search for 
the cause. He has his internal organs 
examined, has his sputum cultured, 
and has a series of skin tests made, and 
at the end he is as perplexed as when 
he started. 

Dr. S. M. Feinberg advises all such 
persons to consider the possibility that 
all their trouble is due to house dust. 
Especially should housewives, librarians, 
maids and cleaners suspect this possib!1- 
ity. They should have skin tests made 
with extracts of house dust before they 
cease searching for the cause of their 

rouble, 

Household dust is a very complicated 
and varying mixture. It may contain 
rat or mouse fur as the harmful ingre- 
dients. Or the harmful substance may 
be derived from bugs, or roaches. Or 
it may be the nap from rugs or Car- 
pets. Therefore, it is sometimes advis 


able to make an extract of the dust 


gathered by a vacuum cleaner operated 
in the rooms where the sufferer works 
or lives. 


Dr. Feinberg reports four cases seen 
by him in the county hospital. One 
was a housewife who began having 
asthma while working as a chamber- 
maid in a hotel. Skin tests showed 
room dust as the cause of the trouble. 
The second was a girl whose troubie 
was shown to be house dust by skin 
tests. The third was an 8-year-old boy. 
Skin tests showed house dust responsi- 
ble for the asthma. The fourth was an 
undernourished woman who served as 
a hotel clerk. 3 

It was possible to desensitize these

people with an extract of dust and, in 
that way, to cure. them.

| BEAUTY AND YOU

VARIOUS QUESTIONS. 


Dear Viola Paris: (1) What is good 
for muddy complexion? I am fair and 
use a lightweight powder. (2) What can 
I do for dark circles under the eyes? 
(3) Is once a week too often to wash 
the hair? Mine is oily and subject to 
dandruff. (4) Does glycerin and rose 
water grow hair? MISS 

ANSWER. 


(1) No fair complexion should ever 
present an ap mee even faintly 
suggesting the description, “muddy,” 
Since you also have dark circles under 
the eyes, it is possible that your regime 
of life is not quite right. Look to 
your health, and your face will show 
the results. What about your diet? 
Try drinking more water between 
meals. Give up coffee and tea, substi- 
tuting buttermilk. Live for two or 
three days almost wholly on fruit, and 
then adopt a simple diet, stressing 
fresh vegetables and fruits Fried 
dishes, heavy meats and sweet desserts 
should not be taken. Before bed each 
night, cleanse the face thoroughly and 
apply a gooi bleach cream. Before 
make-up during the day, use an astrin- 
gent and, if you like, a powdery. lotion, 
but no dense face cream. : 


(2) If you will follow the suggestions 
given above, you will very likely lose 
the disfiguring circles around the eyes, 
Take plenty of exercise in the open air 
every day, and get from eight to nine 
hours of sleep each night. 


3. Usually once a fortnight is often 


enough to wash the hair. More fre- 


quent shampoos simply stimulate the 
oil glands and make the hair more 
unmanageable. You should use & 
suitable tonic regularly. This will cor- 
rect the condition of the scalp and also 
keep it clean between shampoos. 

4. Not ordinarily. However, the use 
of glycerin on skin that has a marked 


tendency toward superfluous hair is 
not wise. 


Dear Viola Paris—I have been arch- 
ing my eyebrows with a “plucker,” but 
lately they have been growing in rather 
quickly. What will stop the growth of 
the hair? Should I use a depilatory 
for this purpose? TEDDY. 

Answer—You see, this constant pull- 
ing of the hairs causes them to grow 
more heavily, and you ought to stop 
it immediately. Furthermore, plucking 
the eyebrows does not give an effect 
that is either pretty or fashionable. 
Such thin, unnatural brows take away 
character from the expression of the 
face. Do not think of using on your 
brows any preparation supposed to re- 
move superfluous hair—the result 
would be temporary and ugly, and 
would make the hair grow only more 
thickly. The thing for you to do is 
to start at once to train your eyebrows. 
After powdering, always brush the 
brows free of powder, then brush them 
straight up. Then, with the edge of 
a comb, push the hairs at the top down 
so that a smooth arch is formed. Your 
natural eyebrows, if continually treated 
in this manner, will be far prettier 
than any plucked ones could ever be.

Das Miss Singleton—We have a4 


disagreement on two words, and 

I would thank you to settle the 

argument. Is the word “cheese” used 

singularly or plurally? Does one say 

the cheese is good or the cheese are 
good?” How is “Titian” pronounced? 
A READER. 


It was a great surprise to me to find 
that any one could imagine the word 
“cheese” as anything but singular. If 
my reader does, however, I hasten to 
assure her that only when cheese be- 
comes cheeses can it be considered 
plural. As for Titian, if she means 
the great painter whose name is used 
to describe a certain shade of red hair, 
it is pronounced as nearly as I can 
give it in writing: “Tis-cian” with the 
But it is always 
difficult to suggest pronunciation in 
this way, and generally a false impres- 
sion of the sound is the result. 

Every once in a while, I go over cer- 
tain words and expressions that are in- 
dicative of uneducated customs. The

word “address” should have the accent 
on the second syllable. The word “re- 
fined,” also, should be accentcd in the 
same way. But in the words “envelope,” 
“interesting,” ‘‘hospitable,” “despicable,” 
“theater,” and “permit,” the accent 
falls on the first syllable. A great 
many words, like a great many other 
things in our country, are unused by 
the general public. No matter if most 
people have been to school and have 
studied grammar, they have probably 
been taught to pronounce by teachers 
who had themselves no idea of correct 
pronunciation, because, in their youth, 
they. had not been taught by people 
who knew. Good English is a matter 
of association. It can’t be learned from 
books. You have to be _ sensitive 
enough to recognize better speech 
than your own, a better tone of voice, 
® more cultivated use of language. 
Very few are willing to admit error. I 
went to an excellent school. Yet one 
of the teachers always said, “was. you 
tardy?” When she meant “Were you 
late?” And if I had not had the ad- 
vantage of home-training, I might have 
been defending that mode of expression 
today.

Place the meat, which has been wiped 
with a damp cloth, upon a meat board 
and cut into four pieces. Pound the 
flour into the meat on both sides. 
Butter a casserole dish, add a layer 
of the meat, then onions and green 
peppers and the carrots. Add the salt 
to the water and pour over the meat. 
Cover closely. Place in a moderate oven 
and allow to cook slowly for two hours. 
More water may be needed before the 
meat is done. Serve in the dish in 
which cooked.

Track Afire; Hartz Hurt

Famous Driver Loses 


Control, Car Turns 


Over 5 Times. 


OCKINGAM SPEEDWAY, Salem, 
N. H., Oct. 12 (A.P.).—A spectac- 
ular crash that set fire to the 
speedway apd sent Harry Hartz, one of 
America’s leading automobile race driv- 
ers, to a hospital seriously injured to- 
day forced a halt in the 200-mile Co- 
lumbus Day Sweepstakes here. A 75- 
mile dash then was held to determine 
prize winners and championship point 
scorers in the incompleted big race. 

The accident occurred on the fifty- 
second lap of the scheduled 200-mile 
grind, when Hartz, attempting to 
snatch the lead from youthful Frank 
Lockhart by a terrific dash directly in 
front of the grand stand, lost control 
of his car while traveling at a 126-mile- 
an-hour clip. The machine skidded 
crazily down the board to the dirt, 
overturning once and hurling Hartz 35 
feet. 

Bursting into*flames the car bounced 
back onto the track and rolled over 
four more times, starting four fires 
along the infield rail. While the am- 
bulance crew, pit mechanics and the 
tracl: fire apparatus started for the in- 
jured man and the fire, chemical on 
the flames threw dense clouds of black 
smoke across the track, blinding the 
rest of the flying field, race officials 
hastily flagged the drivers off the boards 
to prevent another crash.

Hartz was conscious when he 
reached the field hospital and was 
removed to the Lawrence General 
Hospital, where it was said he had 
suffered a deep gash in his head 
and a broken leg. His condition, 
while said to be serious, was not 
regarded as critical. 


After a hasty conference with other 
officials, Referee A. T. Hart decided to 
call the race a contest, allowing the 
drivers to “place’’ in the order in which 
they were driving when the starter’s 
warning flag halted the race, and to 
stage another race of 75 miles, splitting 
the total cash prizes of $25,000 and 
American Automobile Association points 
among the place winners of the two 
races.

New high levels in the 
listed bond market resulted from the 
pressure of investment funds which, 
with the relatively small volume of 
new offe-‘ng-. cought lodgment in 
securities already on the markt. 

During September 8528,111,650 of 


new bond and note issues were offered; 


to the public, according to the com- 
pilation of Lawrence Stern & C-. This 
comr*res with 8$474,160,280, in August, 
and $501,743,150 in September of 1926 

The total for the first three-quarters 
of the year is more than 97 per cent 
of the total for the full year 1926, and 
is about 30 per cent ahead of the three- 
quarter’s total for last year. 

September offerings, excluding tax- 
exempt securities, included 167 separate 
issues. This compares to August of- 
ferings of 137 issues, and 138 in Sep- 
tember, a year ago. Last month there 
were 77 issues of $1,000,000 or over; 
49 such issues were offered in August, 
64 in July and 105 in June.

WALL STREET 
NEWS BRIEFS 


New York, Oct. 12 (A.P.).—wWall street 
observers take the view that the con- 
stant rise in the value of stock ex- 
change memberships which has just 
reached $250,000 will continue just as 
long as the volume of business on the 
exchange expanders at its present rate. 
Transactions thus far this year have 
averaged 1,826,570 shares daily, com- 
pared with 1,546,855 daily for the full 
year. 1926, an 1,541,519 shares daily 
for 1925. Transactions in bonds also 
have mounted, maintaining about the 


same proportion of growth shown by 
stocks. 


Building permits issued in 468 cities 
in September were $292,028,222, a loss 
of slightly more than 10 per cent, com- 
pared with September, 1926, a report 
by 8S. W. Straus & Co. shows. The 
same _ cities authorized $2,940,997,198 
for the nine months of 1927, a loss 
also of more than 10 per cent. 


A system whereby life insurance acts 
as a safeguard for all installment sales 
has been successfully applied in Great 
Britain. The Bankers Trust Co., of 
New York, reports. One of the essen- 
tials of installment—or as ‘it is called 
in England, hire-purchase’ transac- 
tions—is that the seller shall retain 
an interest in the goods until they are 
finally paid for. Meantime, if the 
goods are destroyed by fire, or some 
other accident, both seller and buyer 
are covered by the insurance on the 
goods. To alleviate fear of any buyer 
that he may not survive to complete 
his contract, thus leaving others to 
pay for what he has bought, many 
British firms are now taking \out life 
insurance policies on the lives of all 
their . installment purchasers, and 
giving these free to their customers.

The Elephant Puzzle Editor of The 
Washington Post decided to abandon 
his work temporarily yesterday, and 
improve his mind with some good liter- 
ature. He wanted to get away from 
elephants. 

“This contest is becoming too stren- 
uous,” he explained to his assistant. 
¢So0 many people are sending in-answers 
and trying to win that $2,000 prize, 
that I have no leisure at all. Today, 


you will have to handle my work. I'm), 


going to pick out some classic liter- 
ature, or at least some good novels, and 
forget elephants.” 

-So he began a search for elephant- 
less literature. 

Rudyard Kipling was interesting, but 


he balked at “The Jungle Books,” with 
elephants even on the cover. He tried 
Sir Sidney Lee’s biography of King. Ed- 
ward VII, until he learned that the 
king rode an elephant in the Indian 
durbar. Lord Chesterfield’s letters were 
worth attention, but he snorted when 
that nobleman warned his s01. against 
“elephantine manners.” In Thackeray’s 
works, British colonels were constantly 
work’ 3 themselves into a frenzy over 
elephants. Anatole France was just as 
bad, when he pictured the Oriental 
deities with thrunks and tusks in his 
“The Revolt of the Angels.” The puz- 
zle editor opened at random a story by 
Theophile Gautier, but found elephants 
mentioned in “King Candaules.” An- 
cient history books he discovered crami- 
med with accounts of war elephants. 
“What is left without pachyderms?” 
grcaned the puzzle editor. He fled to 
poetry. 
The lines of “Barbara Frietchie” had 
a str-nge sound: 
“Up the street came the elephants’ 
tread, 
Ponderous pachyderms walking ahead” 
“Is there no relief?” exclaimed the 
puzzle editor. He began reading Shelley. 
“Hail to thee, blithe Spirit, 
Elephant thou never wert”-——— 
Distraught, the puzzle editor plunged 
into Shakespeare. In “Henry VIII” he 
came across this weird passage: 
“Farewell, a long farewell, to all my ele- 
phants”——. 
He couldn't believe that Wordsworth 
wrote: 


“I wandered lonely as a cloud 


That floats serene o’er earthly worms, 


When all at once I saw a crowd 
Of lovely golden pachyderms”——— 


The puzzle editor thrust back the 
book with desperate haste. He took up 
a handsome book-end to use as a lever, 
then dropped it with a sudden cry. The 


book-end was a small bronze elephant.

Reorganization of the academic de- 
partments of George Washington Uni- 
versity was effected yesterday afternoon 
at a meeting of the board of trustees 
in Corcoran Hall. Under the old re- 
gime the Department of Arts and 
Sciences embraced all the various col- 
leges, with the exception of the law 
school and the medical school, while 
under the new plan the department 
will be split up into various schools, 
to be headed by the incumbent deans, 
with. various professors, associate and 
assistant professors in charge of the 
academic units. 


Dr. John B. Larner, president of the | 
board, announced that the plan is the|' 


consummation of weeks of planning 


and study by the new president of} 


the university, Dr. Cloyd Heck Marvin. 
The changes take effect immediately. 

The board also accepted the resig- 
nation of Elliott H. Goodwin as a 
member of the board, but no appoint- 
ment was made to fill the place. 

There are now eight separate, but 
correlated, units of the university. 
Columbian College, to be headed by 
Dean William Allen Wilbur, will be 
known as Columbian College. The 
School of Graduate Studies will be 
known as the Graduate School, and 
will be headed by Dean George Neely 
Henning. Teachers College will be 
known as the School of Education, and 
will be headed by Dean William C. 
Ruediger. The College of Engineering 
will be known as the School of Engi- 
neering, and will be headed .by Dean 
John Lapham. The Law School will 
remain the same, with Dean William 
C. Van Vieck as its head. The Medical 
School will be known as the School of 
Medicine. Dr. William Cline is the 
dean. The College of Pharmacy will 
be known as the School of Pharmacy, 
with Dean Lewis T. Bradley as its head. 
The Summer Sessions, popularly known 
as the Summer School, will be known 
aS the Summer Sessions, and the De- 
partment of Library Science will be- 
come a separate school, to be known 
as the Division of Library Science, with 
Prof. Alfred F. W. Schmidt as its 
director.

UNDERGROUND TERMINAL 
SUGGESTED FOR BUSES 


Proposal Made for Station 
Under Plaza in Triangle 
Building Plans. 


The 


|CHILDRESS FAVORS IDEA 


A project whereby a central bus ter- 
minal may be established beneath the 
projected plaza between Fourteenth, 
Fifteenth, E streets and Pennsylvania 


avenue, has been submitted to officials 
in charge of the Federal building pro- 
gram. 

A similar proposal, it was learned, is 
being considered by the Public Utilities 
Commission as a possible solution to 
the perplexing problem arising from 
the steadily increasing number of city 
and interstate buses coming into the 
downtown area. 

John W. Childress, chairman of the 
commission, said he was favorably im- 
pressed with the suggestion. Such a 
terminal, he pointed out, would ob- 
viate the necessity of many of the 
buses crossing Pennsylvania avenue at 
congested points. At the same time, he 
said, it would be a splendid location 
from the standpoint of the passenger, 
being right in the heart of the city. 

When relocation of the Department 
of Justice Building from this area to 
the Center Market site was decided, it 
was proposed to establish a plaza on 
the first site to avoid a surface traffic 
congestion, and the idea of an under- 
ground terminal is advanced as a util- 
ity measure and one not marring the 
beauty of plaza treatment for that sec- 
tion. 

This is the second suggestion dealing 
with a bus terminal that has been 
made to public building officials, the 
first being one providing for an aline- 
ment of buses on B street south of the 
triangle. Building officials probably 
will await information from the Pub- 
lic Utilities Commissioners as to the 
best disposition of the bus problem. 
They said yesterday that the B street 
arrangement might care for south- 
bound passengers out of the triangle, 
while the underground terminal might 
provide for northeast-bound passengers

U. S. on Course as Perilous 
as Discoverer’s, Declares 
Representative. 


3 ORGANIZATIONS HONOR 
ITALIAN AT EXERCISES 


Assistant Secretary of Navy 
Warner Praises Adventurer 
at Monument Ceremonies. 


America has thrown seamanship 
overboard for the guidance of “dry 
landlubbers” and “brain blind” legis- 
lators, Representative John J. Boylan, 
of New York, declared last night be- 
fore the Columbus Day banquet of the 
Knights of Columbus, at the May- 


| flower Hotel. He assailed prohibition 
' methods and blue laws. 


“We are embarked on a course as 
dangerous and fraught with peril as 
any that Columbus followed in his 
three voyages,” the New York Repre- 
sentative said. “Whither our ship of 
state is going, nobody seems to know.” 

He declared the Government con- 


ducts “blind tigers with which to en- 
trap its own citizens,” and said &# 
“spirit of intolerance” has come over 
American life within the last decade. 
Representative Boyland diverged 
from his theme to predict American 
intervention in Mexico, where he said 
“a regime of lawlessness” has selected 
the church as its objective. a 
“It is my conviction now, as it has 
been from the moment Mexico sowed 
the seeds of the whirlwind, that this 
Government some day will have to in- 
tervene, not only for the protection of 
its citizens and those things we all hold 
dear, but for the sake of a peaceful, law- 
ful and happy Mexico,” he said. “I 
hope the need for such action may 
never develop, but it seems to me that 
Mexico at present has proved herseif 
an international outlaw. And there is 
no choice in dealing with outlaws.” 


Hits at Mexico. 


Boylan said the Coolidge administra- 
tion has lost patience with the “recai- 
citrant” Calles regime. This, he said, 
may be drawn from the appointment 
of Dwight W. Morrow as Ambassador 
to .Mexico, which he declared a “last 
effort to convince Mexico it ought to 
mend her ways.” From now on it is 
“be good under Morrow or be good 
without the recognition of the United 
States.” 

The representative declared the pop- 
ular color of too many of our laws is 
blue. 

“Our legislators,” he said, “as weil 
as the reformers who urge them on 
with threats of political reprisal, seem 
to be color blind, and some of them 
‘brain blind. Nothing is seen in its 
| correct perspective. The Constitution 
|is distorted to permit laws regulating 
the private life of the individual.” 

Dr. L. S. Rowe, director general of the 
Pan-American. Union, made the other 
address of the evening. He warned that 
America must not abuse its power, add- 
ing that history never has recorded 
an instance of nations wielding the 
same power not having abused it. He 
characterized as “an exceedingly dan- 
gerous illusion” the prevailing belief 
that international goodwill is dependent 
upon governments rather than the in- 
dividual citizen, 

“America,” he said, “should have the 
courage, initiative and statesmanship 
to set new and higher standards in 
international relationship.” It must 
avoid national selfishness at all Costs, 
he said, even if risks must be run. “We 
must be willing to make sacrifices to 
attain great ends,” he added.
